bled city today as 3,000 combat- 
ready troops stood within striking 
distance in the event of new out- 
breaks of ma.jor violence.

during the night. Two. persons 
were hurt. Automobile windshields 
were smashed and windows were 
broken in about a dozen buildings 


A white youth was slashed on 


his right elbow with a knife. He 
said he was attacked by a group 
of Negroes.

Gradual Loss 
of Rail Firemen 
Is Planned 


I WASHINGTON (AP)—A three- 
man presidential panel laid down 
broad guideline todayi (or gradual 
removal of most firemen from 
freight and yard trains central is- 
sue in a work i-mes dispute that 
threatens a nationwide rail strike 
June 12. 


In a report to President Ken- 


nedy, the panel said the issues be- 
tween the railroads an the five 
operating brotherhoods have been 
narrowed,; and an agreement can 
be reached in the next 30 days if 
both .sides will bargain realisti- 
cally. 


"The next 30 days will be im- 


portant not only to the parties, 
but also to the nation, and to the 
future of collective bargaining as 
an effective method of disputes 
settlement .Although th egeneral 
public is not a formal party to 
this dispute, each citizen in the 
fruited States has an acute inter- 
est in its resolution,;" the report 
said. 


The central issue is the recom- 


mendation of an earlier presiden- 
tial commission—named by for- 
mer President Dsvight D. Eisen- 
hower—which proposed eliminat- 
ing 40;000 firemen from freight 
and yard trains. 


The railroads contend outmoded 


work rules cost them $600 million 
each year.

Test Gigantic

(AP)—Ten months ago scientists 
fired a 100-klloton thermonuclear 
device buried 625 feet in the earth. 
In three seconds 12 million tons 
of soil rose in a mighty upheaval. 


The Atomic Energy Commission 


gave newsmen their first look at 
the results of the blast Tuesday. 
On the AEC's test area here they 
were shown a gigantic hole—1,200 
feet across, deep enough to hide a 
32-story building. The walls arc so 
steep the only way to get. down 
into it is in a four-wheeled buggy, 
attached to a cable, which is low- 
ered down a runway of metal mats 
by a crane. 


AEC spokesman said the blast 


was part of a test to develop 
peaceful uses for the powers of 
atomic explosion. The July fi de- 
vice had a power equivalent to 
100,000 tons of TNT. Nuclear pow- 
er, when safely harnessed, will be 
able to save up to !)0 per cent of 
the cost of conventional excava- 
tions, a scientist told newsmen.

Police Dogs 
Becoming 
Controversial 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Police 


dogs have sprung into the news 
and into controversy. 


Last week, Birmingham, Ala., 


police used them against Negro 
demonstrators. 
A 
blood-chilling 


picture of a snarling German 
shepherd leaping a demonstra 
tor was seen all over the country 
There were protests in Congress 
and from civil rights groups. 


Providence, 
R.I., 
authorities 


used dogs last weekend to block 
an invasion of the downtown area 
by several hundred youths, many 
of them college students, on 
spring fever foray. 


London police used dogs, too 


over the weekend against ban-the 
bomb demonstrators. 


The thinking behind use of dogs 


in crowd control is humans' innat 
fear of them, according to a 
spokesman for the Intrnationa 
Association of Chiefs of Police 
Inc. The dogs are intended pr: 
marily as psychological -evice 
rather than for attacking, he said 


Each city adapts the dogs fo 


its own use. They are used fo 
patrolling, 
scenting 
out 
hidin 


criminals, guarding prisoners an 
dispersing crowds. 


St. Louis has one dog, Duke I 


trained as a narcotics sniffer t 
locate packets of narcotics on 
person. 


Police dogs usually are Germa 


shepherds, sometimes Doberma 
Pinschers, two breeds that can 
highly trained for the work. Usi 
ally one dog becomes the partne 
of a specific officer and lives at 
his home. 


The police chiefs association has 


no official policy on use of the 
dogs and keeps no list of cities 
which have them.
